W ade na, M:nn., Oct. 17tli, 1804.

Brainerd, Minn. 
S ir:—My attentio n has been called 
to an article entitled “ W hat Kind o f 
man is this,” fo und in yo ur paper o f 
Octo ber 11th, 1804. 
As this article is slightly true, but 
mainly false, and so much co ncerns 
me and my family, I desire to sepa- 
tbe true fro m the false, to the end 
that the questio n standing at the 
head o f the article may be fairly and 
truthfully answered. 
I presume, no t fro m any tine o r 
kindly feeling exhibited by yo u, in 
said article, but fro m the fact that 
yo u might be held amenable if yo u 
r« *fused so to do , that yo u will give 
this statement o f facts a publicatio n 
in yo ur paper as extensive and wide 
spread, as yo u gave the paper co n­ 
taining the article attacking m e, and 
perhaps yo ur able, fair, ho nest and 
jtist candidate fo r tin* judgeship o f 
this district, will p.Ty yo u fo r (and see 
that they are as tho ro ughly distribu­ 
ted) just as many extra co pies co n­ 
taining my statement fo r circulatio n, 
as he paid yo u fo r co pies that co n­ 
tained the cruel article which appa­ 
rently affo rds him and yo urself a 
present great satisfactio n. 
But co ming to the statem ent I pur- 
jKise to make in this co nnectio n I de­ 
sire to say that any and ev**ry innuen­ 
do , intimatio n, accusatio n and charge, 
and each and « very part o f each 
thereo f, in the hitter yo u quo te and 
yo ur edito rial co ncerning the same, 
o f any criminal o r disho no rable act o n 
my part during tny residence in eith­ 
er Io wa o r So uth Dako ta, is who lly 
and abso lutely fuise. 
It is true that 
abo ut two years after the death o f my 
first wife I married her mo ther in the 
state o f Wisco nsin, and it is equally 
true that there was no thing criminal 
o r disho no rable abo ut that. 
So me time after this marriage its 
legality was called into questio n by a 
newspaper published in Allamakee 
Co unty. Io wa, at that time, and upo n 
having my aft« » ntio n called to the 
fact, 1 immediately so ught the advice 
o f Ho n. J o hn T. Sto neman, a bro ther 
o f Gen. Sto neman o f civil war fame, 
who at that time resided in the city 
o f McGrego r, Io wa, and who had the 
reputatio n, and deservedly so , o f be­ 
ing o ne o f the ablest lawyers in the 
Stat« » o f Io wa, who since has been the 
demo cratic candidate fo r co ngr<*ss in 
his « hstrict, who since has tilled the 
ho no rable ¡» o sitio n o f atto rney general 
o f the state o f Io wa, and who no w re­ 
sides at the city o f Cedar liapids in 
said state, as to tin* legality o f said 
marriage. 
I stated to Mr. Sto neman all the 
facts in the case. 
Mr. Sto neman then 
advised with Ho n. (). B. Tho mas, a 
lawyer who resided in the city o f 
Prairie DuChien, Wis., who was re­ 
puted to do and who was in fact, o ne 
o ne o f the aldest lawyers in the state 
o f Wisco nsin, and who has since rep­ 
resented his district in the natio nal 
co ngress, co ncerning the legality o f 
said marriage, and who after co nsid­ 
ering the matter fo r a time sutlicient 
to them, determined in their o pinio n 
that the marriage was a legal and 
valid and lawful o ne. 
1 then in o rder that all questio n o r 
do ubt as to the legality o f said mar­ 
riage might be cleared up and silenc­ 
ed, acting under the advice o f my at­ 
to rneys, wro te an o pen letter to Ho n. 
J o hn T. Sto neman, stating all the 
facts therein, and inquiring o f him as 
to the legality o f the marriage. 
He 
answered by o pen letter giving it as 
his, and also as the o pinio n o f Ho n. 
O. B. Tho mas, that said marriage w’as 
a legal and lawful o ne. 
Bo th these 
letters were then published in a paper 
the name o f which I have no w fo r 
go tten, and edited by the same man 
who e<lited the Wauko n Demo crat at 
the time o f its publicatio n o f the let­ 
ter which yo u have so fully quo ted. 
No o ne ever thereafter questio ned 
the legality cf that marriage. 
That this marriage 
as to its wis­ 
do m o r discretio n, a 
matter upo n 
which yo u may exercise yo ur criti­ 
cism within the bo unds o f law and 
reaso n to yo ur hearts co ntent, I make 
no co ntentio n, but when yo u o r any 
o ther perso n say tlrnt the marriage 
was criminal, yo u state what is untrue. 
W hile under the laws o f the states 
o f Io wa aud Minneso ta, and several 
o thers, such a marriage is vo id, yet 
under the laws o f tbe states o f New 
Y'o rk, Wisco nsin, and several o thers, 
such a marriage is entirely lawful. 
Perhaps yo u remember the marriage 
o f J ames Parto n, the eminent histo ­ 
rian and husband o f Fanny Fern, 
with his step-daughter, 
after 
the 
death o f his wife, in the state o f Mas­ 
sachusetts, where their marriage was 
ho ld to be invalid, and o f their re mar­ 
riage so o n thereafter iu the state o f 
New Yo rk, where their marriage was 
held to be valid. 
A number o f similar marriages have 
o ccurred in the United States m lo ­ 
calities where valid in the past iifty 
years. 
I was admitted m the co urt o f 
J udge Granger, in Allamakee Co unty 
Io wa, to practice law so me time after 
my marriage with Mrs. Harper, the 
fact o f which was ktio wn to the peo ­ 
ple o f said co unty, and also to the 
co urt at that time. 
I resided in Har­ 
per’s Ferry said co unty o ver ten 
years after said marriage, aud dur­ 
ing all this time co ntinued the prac­ 
tice o f J aw, and had the ho no r to 
serve the public in vario us o fficial 
po sitio ns during said time, and re­ 
signed a public o ffice when I remo v­ 
ed fro m Io wa. 
David Harper at the time o f his 
death, was inso lvent; his estate was 
no t sufficient to pay his debts; in the 
management o f said estate I acco unt­ 
ed fo F every cent that came into my 
hands, as yo u may lind upo n examina­ 
tio n o f the pro bate reco rds relating 
to sai« I estate. 
That I never squandered the pro p­ 
erty o r any thereo f o f Mrs. Harper: 
o r ever received any pro perty fro m 
her fo r which she was no t fully co u> 
pensated, and deny that I ever de­ 
serted her. 
These statements are basely am? 
IBali<r .usly false. 
W hile 1 admit that my co nduct in 
Wadena co unty to ward the lady who 
is no w my wife befo re she became 
such is who lly indefensible and inex­ 
cusable. yet I have expiated the in­ 
jury and wro ng do ne, so far as in my 
po wer to do , and since that time I 
challenge any perso n to po int o ut any 
act o n my part reprehensible o r dis­ 
ho no rable. 
I have lived in Wadena co unty all 
these years, and have tried to lead j 
an ho no rable life and be an ho no ra­ 
ble man. and believe my friends who 


knew all abo ut the charges in yo ur 
article fro m the time o f its first pub­ 
licatio n iu 
Wadena co unty eight 
years ago , and who aided ami assist­ 
ed me so much in securing the no m­ 
inatio n fo r district judge, at the re­ 
publican co nventio n 
so think, else 
they wo uld have no thing whatever to 
do in my behalf. 
1 kno w that the way o f the trans­ 
gresso r is hard. 
Y et it seems to me 
cruel aud inhuman that a perso n, who 
at so me time in his life has do ne a 
wro ng thing, may no t after years o f 
expiatio n aud remo rse, and exemplary 
life, at so me time be secure fro m per­ 
so nal attack co ncerning it. 
I had ho ped that the ho no iable 
gentleman, who is a candidate o n the 
so -called no n-partisan ticket fo r the 
judgeship, and who has kno wn me 
fo r years, wo uld spare me and mine 
the so rro w o f this thing, but it seems 
that his greed fo r o ffice has so de­ 
stro yed his finer feedings that no thing 
is no w so sacred to him as the remu­ 
neratio n it secures. 
I am iu the field to stay; and if the 
vo ters o f this district, no twithstanding 
my life amo ng them fo r the past nine 
years and to day, think that as I ain 
uo w I am no t a suitable ¡» erso n to o c­ 
cupy the ho no rable po sitio n o f judge, 
I must submit to their decisio n; but 
if o n the o ther hand they think it to 
be po ssible fo r a man by a pro per life 
to redeem himself aud has do ne so , 
and by their vo tes so reco rd the ver­ 
dict, I shall be truly grateful fo r their 
kindness. 
It is no t no w so much the remuner­ 
atio n o f the o ffice that I seek it, as it 
is mo re to have the questio n, a serio us 
o ne to me, determined, whether it is 
po ssible fo r any human being be his 
later life never so ho no rable o r exem ­ 
plary, to reach a tim e when the pub­ 
lic will let so me wro ng which has 
been do ne years ago , rest, and by its 
silence enco urage the do er to live o n 
in a new and better life.

H. C. S t i v e r s , E s q . , 
Editor of “The Weekly Journal,” 
Brainerd, Minn. 
Sir:—My attention has been called 
to an article entitled “W hat Kind of 
man is this,” found in your paper of 
October lith , 1894 
As this article is slightly true, but 
mainly false, and so much concerns 
me and my family, I desire to sepa 
the true from the false, to the end 
that the question standing at the 
bead of the article may be fairly and 
truthfully answered. 
I presume, not from any fine or 
kindly feeling exhibited by you, in 
said article, but from the fact that 
you might be held amenable if you 
refused so to do, that you will give 
this statement of facts a p ublication 
in your paper as extensive And wide 
, spread, as you gave the paper con­ 
taining the article attacking me, and 
I perhaps your able, fair, honest and 
J just candidate for the judgeship of 
this district, will pay you for (and see 
that they are as thoroughly distribu­ 
ted) just as many extra copies con­ 
taining my statement for circulation, 
as he paid you for copies that con­ 
tained the cruel article which appa­ 
rently affords him and yourself 8 
present great satisfaction. 
But coining to the statement I pur­ 
pose to make in this connection I de­ 
sire to say that any and ev^ry innuen­ 
do, intimation, accusation aud charge, 
aud each and every part of each 
thereof, in the letter you quote and 
your editorial concerning the same, 
of arty criminal or dishonorable act on 
my part during my residence in eith­ 
er Iowa or South Dakota, is wholly 
and absolutely false. 
It is true that 
about two years after the death of my 
first wife I married her mother in the 
state of Wisconsin, and it is equally 
true that there was nothing criminal 
or dishonorable about that. 
Some time after this marriage its 
legality xvas called into question by a 
newspaper published in Allamakee 
County. Iowa, at that time, and upon 
having my attention called to the 
fact, I immediately sought the advice 
of Hon. Johu T. Stoneman, a brother 
of Gen. Stoneman of civil war fame, 
who at that time resided in the city 
of McGregor, Iowa, and who had the 
reputation, aud deservedly so, of tie­ 
ing one of the ablest lawyers in the 
State of Iowa, who since has been the 
democratic candidate for congress in 
his district, who since has filled the 
honorable position of attorney general 
of the state of Iowa, and who now re­ 
sides at the city of Cedar Iiapids in 
said state, as to the legality of said 
marriage. 
I stated to Mr. Stoneman all the 
facts in the case. Mr. Stoneman then 
advised with Hon. O. B. Thomas, a 
lawyer who resided in the city of 
Prairie DuChien, Wis., who was re­ 
puted to be and who was in fact, one 
one of the ablest lawyers in the state 
of Wisconsin, and who has since rep­ 
resented his district in the national 
congress, concerning the legality of 
said marriage, and who after consid­ 
ering the matter for a time sufficient 
to them, determined in their opinion 
that the marriage was a legal and 
valid and lawful one. 
I then in order that all question or 
doubt as to the legality of said mar­ 
riage might be cleared up and silenc­ 
ed, acting under the advice of my at­ 
torneys, wrote an open letter to Hon. 
John T. Stoneman, stating all the 
facts therein, and inquiring of him as 
to the legality of the marriage. He 
answered by open letter giving it as 
his, and also as the opinion of Hon. 
O. B. Thomas, that said marriage was 
a legal and lawful one. 
Both these 
letters were then published in a paper 
the name of which I have now for­ 
gotten. and edited by the same man 
who edited tho Waukon Democrat at 
the time of its publication of the let­ 
ter which you have so fully quoted. 
No one ever thereafter questioned 
the legality cf that marriage. 
That this marriage as to its wis­ 
dom or discretion, a 
matter upon 
which you may exercise your criti­ 
cism withiu the bounds of law and 
reasou to your hearts content, I make 
no contention, but when you or any 
other person say that the marriage 
was criminal, you state what is untrue. 
While under the laws of the states 
of Iowa aud Minnesota, and several 
others, such a marriage is void, yet 
under the laws of the states of New 
York, Wisconsin, and several others, 
such a marriage is entirely lawful. 
Perhaps you remember the marriage 
of James Parton, the eminent histo­ 
rian and husband of Fanny Fern, 
with his step-daughter, 
after the 
death of his wife, in the state of Mas­ 
sachusetts, where their marriage was 
hold to be invalid, and of their re-mar­ 
riage soon thereafter in the state of 
New York, where their marriage was 
held to be valid. 
A number of similar marriages have 
occurred iu the United States in lo­ 
calities where valid in the past fifty 
years. 
I was admitted in the court of 
Judge Granger, in Allamakee County 
IoYva, to practice law some time after 
my marriage with Mrs. Harper, the 
fact of which was khown to the peo­ 
ple of said county, and also to the 
court at that time. I resided in Har­ 
per’s Ferry said county over ten 
years after said marriage, and dur­ 
ing all this time continued the prac­ 
tice of Jaw, and had the honor to 
serve the public in various official 
positions during said time, and re­ 
signed a public office when I remov­ 
ed froin Iova. 
David Harper at the time of bis 
death, was insolvent; his estate was 
not sufficient to pay his debts; in the 
management of said estate I account­ 
ed fop every cent that came into my 
hands, as you may find upon examina­ 
tion of the probate records relating 
to said estate. 
That I never squandered the prop­ 
erty or any thereof of Mrs. Harper; 
or ever received any property from 
her for which she was not fully com­ 
pensated. and deny that I ever de­ 
serted her. 
These statements 
malic: :nsly false. 
U bile I admit that my conduct in 
Wadena county toward the lady who 
is now my wife before she became 
such is wholly indefensible and inex­ 
cusable, yet I have expiated the in­ 
jury and wrong done, so far as in my 
power to do, and since that time I 
challenge any person to point out any 
act on my part reprehensible or dis­ 
honorable. 
J have lived in Wadena countv all 
these years, and have tried to lead 
an honorable life and be an honora­ 
ble man. and believe my friends who 


knew all about the charges in your 
article from the time of its first pub­ 
lication in 
Wadena county eight 
years ago, and who aided and assist­ 
ed me so much in securing the nom­ 
ination for district judge, at the re­ 
publican convention so think, else 
they would have nothing whatever to 
do in my behalf. 
I know that the way of the trans­ 
gressor is hard. 
Yet it seems to me 
cruel and inhuman that a person, who 
at some time in his life has done a 
wrong thing, may not after years of 
expiation and remorse, and exemplary 
life, at some time be secure from per­ 
sonal attack concerning it. 
I had hoped that the honoiable 
gentleman, who is a candidate on the 
so-called non-partisan ticket for the 
judgeship, ana who has known nae 
for years, would spare me and mine 
the sorrow of this thing, but it seems 
that his greed for office has so de­ 
stroyed his finer feelings that nothing 
is now so sacred to him as the remu­ 
neration it secures.

The Morrison County Democrat, 
published at Little Falls, and which 
for years has been a consistent, un­

— Secretary 
Hoke Sud til has requested the secre­ 
tary of war to send troops to the In­ 
dian Territory to suppress the lawless

Accompanying the request was a com­ 
munication Secretary 
Smith yester­ 
day received from the Indian Terri­ 
tory, detailing the deplorable condi­ 
tion of affairs there. 
Secretary Smith in his letter to the 
war department says that in view of 
the obligations of the government as 
set forth in the treaties with the In­ 
dians in the Indian Territory, to pro­ 
tect the five civilized tribes against 
domestic strife and hostile- invasion, 
and to guarantee those people peace­ 
able enjoyment of their country, he 
recommends that troops be sent as 
requested. 
Commissioner Browning, in a letter 
accompanying 
the 
secretary’s, sug­ 
gests that a troop of cavalry be sent 
into the Indian Territory to assist 
Agent Wisdom 
in 
preserving 
the 
peace. 
It is expected that the troops 
would thou bi* us»*d to hunt down aud 
drive out the marauders who are har- 
rassing the people. 
Agent Wisdom to day wired the In­ 
dian office asking authority to incur 
the necessary traveling expenses of 
the Indian police in assisting United 
States 
marshals who were hunting 
down tin* thieves and making arrests. 
Such authority was granted. 
These communications reached Act­ 
ing Secretary Doe at the w ar depart­ 
ment. aud. after reading them care­ 
fully. he referred them to Gen. Scho­ 
field. commanding 
the army. 
Gen. 
Schofield looked into tin* m atter aud 
then returned the papers to the act­ 
ing secretary with a suggestion that 
the request for the aid of troops be 
m aturely considered with a view to 
ascertaining the legality of the pro­ 
posed action. 
This endorsement from 
so high an authority upon the com­ 
plex relations between 
the military 
and the civil branches of the govern­ 
ment undoubtedly will cause the war 
departm ent to move with great cau­ 
tion iii acting 
on this 
request for 
troops, and the end may result in a 
refusal. 
The Indian Territory differs 
from other territories 
from an ad­ 
m inistrative point of view in the fact 
that the national government is bound 
by treaties with the Indians to pro­ 
tect them from domestic violence. But. 
iii the absence of express stipulation 
and law it has been held that tiffs pro­ 
tection must bo extended exactly as it 
is to the inhabitants of the other ter­ 
ritories. namely, through the judiciary. 
So far as the w ar departm ent is ad­ 
vised the judiciary of tin* Indian Ter­ 
ritory has not ap|M*aled for the assist­ 
ance of troops, aud. as in the case of 
the disturbances 
last 
summer, the 
government will not move until such 
application is made, and after the ju ­ 
dicial officers have shown a proper 
disposition to restore order in the In- 
u.an Territory. 
The w ar departm ent, 
It is stated, has taken notice of the 
efforts of the express companies to 
secure government protection for their 
service, and the officers are by no 
means well disposed toward the pro­ 
ject.

A pitched battle 
was fought

weeks ago, and 
since that time the trouble has been 
almost continuous. 
Saturday night 
Patrick 
Riley got 
the kej’ to the tool box and after all 
the ut lier workmen had gone home, 
he took from it nine dynamite cart­ 
ridges. tin* dynam ite battery and all 
the wires used in blasting, which lit* 
carried to his home. 
About 9 o’clock 
Sunday night lie w ent with them to 
tho Italian's shanty. 
Riley, who is an expert dynamiter. 
put the nine cartridges under different 
parts of the shanty, connected them 
by wires with the battery which lie 
set about IOO yards away.

But are there no 
other contributing factors? It has been 
I suggested that the free opening aud 
{ ventilation of sewer drainage into tho 
streets of towns, which lias been so ex­ 
tensively developed din ing th.* last two 
or three decades, may be one of tho 
causes of the enormous multiplication 
of Un* diphtheria bacillus in tin* air and 
on exposed 
surfaces 
in

opportunities left vacant by the min­ 
isters aud talked to the boys in a 
cheerful tone, trying to keep their 
minds of the coming ordeal.

Tiler was no 
m istaking the Import of the sound. 
The summons to the scaffold was near 
at hand. The boys trembled and shook 
like reeds, then braced themselves foi 
the ordeal. 
Down the outside corridor strode 
Sheri ffCliapel and back of him were 
Deputies Clexvett and MeCarron. Di­ 
rectly back of them xvere deputies 
Irish and Kinney, bearing handcuffs 
aud heavy straps. Deputy Schultz ad­ 
mitted them to the Inlier corridor and 
they marched directly to the cells oc­ 
cupied by the doomed men. 
Deputies Irish. Kinney, Clexvett and 
MeCarron seized the men and hand­ 
cuffed them, then drew a heavy strap 
around their bodies at the chest, en 
circling their arm s and bringing them 
close to their bodies. Sheriff Chapel, 
realizing the strain on the nerves of 
the doomed men, had instructed his 
deputies to hurry, and they worked 
quickly’ and deftly’. Rev. Nicolaus Bolt 
then stepped forward, administered 
his blessing, said a final and most 
ferx'ent prayer, then stood aside. The 
boys were ready for the galloxvs. 
The march to tile scaffold xvas then 
begun. Sheriff Chapel leading the way 
followed by Clexvett and MeCarron. 
with W onigkeit between them and 
Irish and Kinney supporting Irtnisch. 
The guards 
whispered encouraging 
words and led them on. Down th*1 
front stairs came the procession, and 
as it appeared, the spectators a t tho 
door leading to the scaffold removed 
their hats, the people standing on the 
platform em ulating their example. The 
procession then moved directly onto 
the scaffold. Immediately the prison­ 
ers were marched to beneath the beam 
and placed on the two trap doors. 
Quickly the deputies bound the men, 
placing heavy black straps around the 
ankles and around the thighs. Deputy 
Clexvett seized the noose on the right 
and hastily adjusted it around Wonig- 
keit’s neck, carefully placing the big 
knot back of bis ear. Deputy Irish 
adjusted the noose about the meek of 
Ermiseh. The black caps were nastily 
pulled over their faces. Sheriff Chapel 
stepped to the lever and pulled it, aud 
with a crash the bodies of the two 
men fell into the space below the 
scaffold. 
The necks of both were broken by 
the fall and to all appearances the 
boys died a painless death. 
They 
xvere guiro to Hie list aud licit tier 
showed the slightest signs of weak­ 
ening. 
Ermiseh and Wonigkeit, on the even­ 
ing of May, shot and killed William 
Lindhoff a bartender in L. Kohlmann’s 
saloon. They entered the saloon for 
the purpose of robbery', and when 
Lindhoff resisted they shot him. Aug. 
25, Ermiseh. who had been given a 
revolver by his mother, attem pted to 
escape by shooting a guard. Wonig­ 
keit xx’as l*orn In Berlin, Germany, 
Oct. 2G, 1875. and therefore was nine­ 
teen years old. Ermiseh was nineteen 
years old. He xvas born in Prussia 
and was brought to this country xvhen 
fixe years old by his parents. Both 
boys kave records as criminals.

vests his money in young stock till tit 
the end of ten years it may have in- 
creased at a low estimate tenfold. 
while A's tools, with B's help. are xvom 
out aud the original investment, to say 
nothing of minor expenses, is gum* to 
tile dogs. 
Would it Im* more unreason­ 
able fur A to ask B for a share of the 
profits than for B to help wear out A's 
louis without any p**cuniary returns? 
lf then* is any tiling fair or just in such 
a "lopsided” affair we wish sum** one 
xvould point it out.

We select out good sized potatoes of j 
the shape we xvant, and all as nearly 
of one size as possible. 
We prefer potatoes about tin* size of 
a turkey egg or slightly larger, smooth 
aud rather Hat titan otherwise, as a 
pototo the shape of a ball never cooks 
through as evenly as one that is flat- : 
ten**<l a little. 
You s**«* we not only i 
look to shape and quality, but to the 
convenience of tin* cook, for a poorly 
cooked potatoc is half spoiled. 
After xx** have selected the se*-*! we 
lot it lie in the sun or at least a light 
place, until each potato** is pretty green 
ami they are pitted by themselves and 
not disturbed until time to plant them 
next spring. 
At first only a light coat 
of earth is put over them, aud I Iris is 
increased as tit** xveather grows colder, 
until a foot of earth covers th** tubers. 
When the cold is severe enough to 
freeze the ground ti coat of stable ma­ 
nure is jail over tins and then more 
earth over it all.

In about five xveeks mushrooms xviii ap­ 
pear. W atering xviii be tis for lit** beds. 
I find the mushrooms from pots in till 
ways its lilt** tis those from bods, nor do 
I find any difficulty iii producing fine 
mushrooms close by tin* hot. water 
pipes.

The negative xvas taken by a Stelnheil 
detective camera placed in the window 
during a terrific thunder storm xvhich 
broke oxrer Prague on May 22 of this 
year. The flash struck four houses 
simultaneously, xxrecking the roofs and 
doing considerable damage. Two other 
flashes are distinctly shown in the pho­ 
tograph as darting out from the same 
cloud, one of which struck the cupola 
of the Academy of Science, without in­ 
juring it, while the other was attracted 
by a group of telephone wires, which it 
fused. The melting of lh** xx ires and 
the brilliant, lighting up of the clouds 
are xvell shown. Another interesting 
and probably unique feature of this 
lightning photo is that it shows the 
shadow of the cupola thrown clearly 
against the dark and cloudy sky. M. 
Zenger was of the opinion that tin* date 
of this storm was significant, and that 
the interval from May 20 to May 22, 
being the days of tho solar period, xvas 
frequently marked by storms, proving 
the periodicity of atmospheric disturb­ 
ances, both electric aud magnetic.—Pall 
Mall Gazette.

S ir:—My attention has b(*en called 
to an article entitled “W hat K ind of 
uian is this,” found in your paper of 
October 11th, 1894. 
As this article is slightly true, but 
mainly false, and so much concerns 
( me and my fam ily, I desire to sepa- 
' the true from the false, to the end 
i that the question standing at the 
I head of the article may be fairly aud 
: truthfully answered. 
! 
I presume, not from any fine or 
] kindly feeling exhibited by you, in 
! said article, but from th e fact that 
you m ight be held am enable if you 
refused so to do, that you will give 
this statement of fsicts a publication 
in your paper as extensive and wide 
spread, as you gave the paper con­ 
taining tiie article attacking m e, aud 
perhaps your able, fair, honest aud 
! just candidate for the judgeship of 
j this district, will pay you for (and see 
i that they are as thoroughly distribu­ 
ted) just as many extra copies con­ 
taining my statem ent for circulation, 
as he paid you for copies that con­ 
tained the cruel article which appa­ 
rently affords him and yourself a 
present great satisfaction. 
But com ing to the statem ent I pur­ 
pose to make in this connection I de­ 
sire to say that any and every innuen­ 
do, intimation, accusation aud charge, 
and each 
and « very part of each 
thereof, in the letter you quote and 
your editorial concerning the same, 
of any criminal or dishonorable act on 
my part during my residence in eith­ 
er Iowa or South Dakota, is wholly 
and absolutely false. 
It is true that 
about two years after the death of my 
first wife I married her m other in the 
state of Wisconsin, and it is equally 
true that there was nothing criminal 
or dishonorable about that. 
Some time after this m arriage its 
legality was called into question by a 
newspaper published in Allam akee 
County, Iowa, at that time, and upon 
having my atbmtiou called to the 
fact, I immediately sought the advice 
of Hon. John T. Stoneman, a brother 
of Gen. Stoneman of civil war fame, 
who at that tim e resided in the city 
of McGregor, Iowa, and who had the 
reputation, aud deservedly so, of be­ 
ing one of the ablest lawyers in the 
State of Iowa, who since has been the 
democratic candidate for congr(*ss in 
his district, who since has tilled the 
honorable {>ositiouof attorney general 
of the state of Iowa, and who now re­ 
sides at the city of Cedar Rapids in 
said state, as to the legality of said 
marriage. 
I stated to Mr. Stoneman all the 
facts in the case. 
Mr. Stoneman then 
advised with Hon. O. B. Thomas, a 
lawyer who resided in the city of 
Prairie DuChien, Wis., who was re­ 
puted to be and who was in fact, one 
one of the ablest lawyers in the state 
of Wisconsin, and who has since rep­ 
resented his district in the national 
congress, concerning the legality of 
said marriage, and who after consid­ 
ering the matter for a tim e sufficient 
to them, determined in their opinion 
that the marriage was a legal and 
valid and lawful one. 
I then in order that all question or 
doubt as to the legality of said mar­ 
riage might be cleared up and silenc­ 
ed, acting under the advice of my at­ 
torneys, wrote an open letter to Hon. 
John T. Stoneman, stating all the 
facts therein, and inquiring of him as 
to the legality of the marriage. 
He 
answered by open letter giving it as 
his, and also as the opinion of Hon. 
O. B. Thomas, that said marruige was 
a legal and lawful one. 
Both these 
letters were then published iu a paper 
the name of which I have now for­ 
gotten. and edited by the same man 
who edited the Waukon Democrat at 
the time of its publication of the let­ 
ter which you have so fully quoted. 
No one ever thereafter questioned 
the legality cf that marriage. 
That this marriage 
as to its wis­ 
dom or discretion, a 
matter upon 
which you may exorcise your criti­ 
cism within the bounds of law and 
reason to your hearts content, I make 
no contention, but when you or any 
other person say that the marriage 
was criminal, you state what is untrue. 
W hile under the laws of the states 
of Iowa aud Minnesota, and several 
others, such a marriage is void, vet 
under the laws of the states of New 
York, W isconsin, and several others, 
such a marriage is entirely lawful. 
Perhaps you remember the marriage 
of James Parton, the em inent histo­ 
rian and husband of Fanny Fern, 
with his step-daughter, 
after 
the 
death of his wife, in the state of Mas­ 
sachusetts, where their marriage was 
hold to be invalid, and of their re mar­ 
riage soon thereafter in the state of 
New York, where their marriage was 
held to be valid. 
A number of similar marriages have 
occurred in the United States in lo­ 
calities where valid in the past fifty 
years. 
I was admitted in the court of 
Judge Granger, in Allamakee County 
Iowa, to practice law some time after 
my marriage with Mrs. Harper, the 
fact of which was khown to the peo­ 
ple of said county, and also to the 
court at that time. 
1 resided in Har­ 
per’s Ferry said county over ten 
years after said marriage, and dur­ 
ing all this time continued the prac­ 
tice of Jaw, and had the honor to 
serve the public in various official 
positions during said time, and re­ 
signed a public office when I remov­ 
ed from Iov*a. 
David Harper at the time of his 
death, was insolvent; his estate was 
not sufficient to pay his debts; in the 
management of said estate I account­ 
ed foa every cent that came into my 
hands, as you may find upon examina­ 
tion of the probate records relating 
to said estate. 
That I never squandered the prop­ 
erty or any thereof of Mrs. Harper: 
or ever received any property from 
her for which she was not fully com­ 
pensated, and deny that I ever de­ 
serted her. 
These statem ents are basely ami 
malic: usly false. 
V\ bile 1 admit that my conduct in 
Wadena county toward the lady who 
is now my wife before she became 
such is wholly indefensible and inex­ 
cusable. yet I have expiated the in­ 
jury and wrong done, so far as in my 
power to do, and since that tim e I 
challenge any person to point out any 
act on my part reprehensible or dis­ 
honorable. 
I have lived in W adena countv all 
these years, and have tried to ‘lead j 
i an honorable life and be an honora- 
i ble man. and believe my friends who 


knew all about the charges in your 
article from the time of its first pub­ 
lication iu 
Wadena county eight 
years ago, and who aided and assist­ 
ed me so much in securing the nom­ 
ination for district judge, at the re­ 
publican convention 
so think, else 
they would have nothing whatever to 
do in my behalf. 
I know that the way of the trans­ 
gressor is hard. 
Yet it seems to me 
cruel aud inhuman that a person, who 
at some tim e in his life has done a 
wrong thing, may not after years of 
expiation aud remorse, and exemplary 
life, at some tim e bo secure from per­ 
sonal attack concerning it. 
I had hoped that the honoiable 
geutlem an, who is a candidate on the 
so called non-partisan ticket for the 
judgeship, and who has known me 
for years, would spare me and mine 
the sorrow of this thing, but it seems 
that his greed for office has so de­ 
stroyed his finer feelings that nothing 
is now so sacred to him as the remu­ 
neration it secures.

The con teat for jud^e of the fifteenth judicial 
district is being waged so fiercely that we fear 
the matter will not be given the calm and seriou 
consideration that the importance of the qaeetlon 
demands. 
It is of the utmost importance to

*that an honorable, capable, upright and conscien­ 
tious member of-the bar should be selected for 
the position.

But are there no 
other contributing factors? It has boon 
suggested that the free opening and 
ventilation of sew er drainage into the 
streets of towns, which has been so ex­ 
tensively developed during the last tw o 
or three decades, may bo one of the 
causes of the enorm ous m ultiplication 
of tiie diphtheria bacillus in the air and 
on exposed 
surfaces 
in 
streets and 
houses. This seem s highly probable, 
and. if it should prove to bo the ease, 
there would appear to he no difficulty 
in reducing such danger to a minimum, 
except, of course, the difficulty of cost. 
The reinedv for such a state of things 
is the destruction of the odorous sub- 
sta’nees which are given off by tho 
drains Into tin* atm osphere. This may 
easily he accom plished by tiro or other 
methods. 
Some experim ents in des­ 
truction have, we believe been quite re ­ 
cently made in T ottenham , and the suc­ 
cessful destruction of vile odors, w ith 
the resultant sw eetening of the atm o s­ 
phere, has been quite rem arkable.

A traveling' mountain is found at the 
Fa sea ties <>f the Columbia. It is a trip­ 
le-peaked mass of dark brown bassalt. 
Fix <>r eight miles in length where it 
fronts the river, and rises to the height 
of almost -J.inm) feet above the water. 
That it is in motion is tin* last thought 
that would be likely to suggest itself 
to the mind of any one passing it, yet 
It is a well established fact that this 
entire mountain is moving slowly hut 
steadily down to the river, as if it had 
n deliberate purpose some time in the 
future to dam the Columbia and form 
11 great lake from the Cascades to the 
Dalles. 
!u its forward and downward 
movement the forest along the base of 
the ridge has become submerged in the 
river. Large tree stum ps can be seen 
standing dead in the water on this 
shore. 
The railway engirteers and brake- 
meii find that the line of railway which 
s k i r t s the fo-»t of the mountain is be­ 
ing continually forced out of place. 
At certain points the permanent way 
and rails have been pushed eight or 
ten feet out of line In a few years. 
Geologists attribute this strange phe­ 
nomenon to the fact that the bassalt, 
which constitute the bulk of tin* moun­ 
tain. rests 011 a substratum of conglom­ 
erate or soft 
sandstone, which 
the 
deep, swift current of the mighty river 
is constantly wearing away, or that 
this softer subrook is of itself yielding 
tit great depths to the enormous weight 
of the harder mineral alnive.—1Goldth* 
wait's Geographical Magazine.

St. Paul, O ct 20 -Side by side and 
with the stain of m urder in their souls 
Charles Erm isch and o tto W ouigkeit 
were sent to their doom early this 
morning, and with the dull crash of 
the heavy double trap the final scene 
in a triple tragedy was enacted. 
The condemned men passed their last 
hours on earth in religious devotions. 
W ouigkeit was eager in his desire for 
spiritual consolation and often as he 
repeated over some passage of scrip­ 
ture relating to death, tears came from 
his eyes and in* trem bled with fear. 
The m inister counseled courage and 
his words had a good effect 011 tin* 
youth, who once in a while smiled 
through his tears. He reclined 011 tlu* 
lunik of Ids <*<*11 during the greater 
portion of the reading, arising a t in­ 
tervals to walk across His cell tis if 
for a breathing spell. Yet never once 
did he break in upon tlu* m inister or 
interrupt His reading. Frequently the 
tw ain dropped upon their knees and 
indulged in prayer, and the voice of

The 
death watch and others who came in 
from the tim e took advantage of the

opportunities left vacant by the min­ 
isters and talked to tlie boys in a 
cheerful tone, trying to keep their 
minds of the coming ordeal. 
As the first gray shafts of morning 
appeared in the east sounds came from 
below tiiat indicated tluit the dread 
hour was near at hand.

The march to the scaffold was then 
begun. Sheriff Chapel leading the way 
followed by Clewett and McCarron. 
with W onigkeit between them and 
Irish and Kinney supporting Irmisch. 
The guards 
whispered encouraging 
words and led them on. Down the 
front stairs came the procession, and 
as it appeared, tlie spectators at the 
door leading to the scaffold removed 
their hats, the people standing on IHe 
platform em ulating their example. The 
procession then moved directly onto 
the scaffold. Im m ediately the prison­ 
ers were marched to beneath the beam 
nnd placed on the two trap doors. 
Quickly the deputies bound the men, 
placing heavy black straps around the 
ankles and around the thighs. Deputy 
Clewett seized the noose on the right 
and hastily adjusted it around Wonlg- 
kelt’s neck, carefully placing the big 
knot back of liis ear. Deputy Irish 
adjusted the noose about the meek of 
Ermisch. The black caps were nastily 
pulled over their faces. Sheriff Chapel 
stepped to the lever and pulled it. and 
with a crash the bodies of the two 
men fell into the space below the 
scaffold. 
The necks of both were broken by 
the fall and to all appearances the 
boys died a publics4 death. 
I’Ley 
were game to the list ami neither 
showed the slightest signs of w eak­ 
ening. 
I irmisch and W onigkeit, on tiie even­ 
ing of May, shot and killed W illiam 
Lindhoff a bartender in L. K ohlm ann’s 
saloon. They entered the saloon for 
the purpose of robbery, and when 
Lindhoff resisted they shot him. Aug. 
25, Ermisch. who had been given a 
revolver by His mother, attem pted to 
escape by shooting a guard. Wonig­ 
keit was l>orn In Berlin, Germany, 
Oct. 20, 1875, and therefore was nine­ 
teen years old. Ermisch was nineteen 
years old. He was born in Prussia 
and was brought to tliis country when 
five years old by liis parents. Both 
bovs kave records as criminals.

W’c select out good sized potatoes of 
the shape we want, and all as nearly 
of one size as possible. 
We prefer potatoes about the size of 
a turkey egg or slightly larger, smooth 
and rather flat than otherwise, as a 
pototo the shape of a ball never cooks 
through as evenly as one that is flat­ 
tened a little. 
You h*s* w** not only 
look to shape and quality, but t*» the 
convenience of tin* cook, for a poorly 
cooked potatoe is half spoiled. 
After we have selt*ctcd the se**l we 
let it lit* in the sun or at least a light 
place, until each potatoe is pretty green 
and they are pitted by themselves and 
not disturbed until time to plant them 
next spring. At first only a light eoat 
of earth is put over them, and tills is 
increased as the weather grows colder, 
until a foot of earth covers tin* tubers. 
When the cold is seven* enough to 
freeze tlu* ground a coat of stable ma­ 
nure is put over this and then more 
earth over it all. 
if this method of 
pitting is followed 
the 
potato will 
keep until May without sprouting, and 
tids is im portant, for where the p*>ta 
toes are treated as we treat ours tin* 
buds are strong, and the first ones 
should lie kept dorm ant until planting 
time, for if they g**t any «*onsiderable 
start they will get broken off In*fore 
planting, and tin* second ones will be 
much smaller and affect tin* crop.

As tin* frost or tin* drouth 
kills the green forage crops the stock 
should have an occasional feed from 
the winter wheat fields or turnips, 
mangels, sugar beets, carrots or other 
roots may be fed to advantage with 
tin* dry hay or fodder. 
An early sown 
field of rye will make choice pasture 
for fall feeding. Stock on overstocked, 
or on dri**d up pastures, should lie fed 
green corn fodder, either in tin* stable 
yard 
or In 
the field. To 
gradually 
change to dry food, fresh sorghum fod­ 
der cowpeas, vetches. Hungarian grass, 
late oats with peas, or other good soil­ 
ing crops may also be fed in tin* same 
manner. If such green foods arc not 
at 
hand then raw potatoes, roots, or 
wheat pasturage should in* resorted to, 
using with them and tin* dry forage a 
grain ration of ground rye, corn anil 
oats, or wheat bran and middlings with 
chopped corn. Th** grain should lie fed 
from small troughs, and it is more 
profitable if freshly soaked or moisten­ 
ed 
and less will 
be wasted 
if thus 
treated. The change of diet from short 
runs in th** newly mowed or reaped or 
liusked fields will benefit tlu* st*iek as 
they will glean many scatterings and 
eat nutritious weeds. Cattle ami sheep 
will be helped 
by being 
allowed to 
browse the underbrush in timber land, 
and when tliyy b gin to injur** the trees, 
they may iu* shut up In th** barnyard. 
It will never pay to let sioek lose ilesli 
and this is especially true with growing 
animals.

ing the latter they should have an 
abundance of drinking water.

seem extraordinarily high prices :s be­ 
cause they get butters of high flavor 
which is always uniform. 
The makers 
of these butters nearly all use clover 
and meadow hay, and corn meal in 
varying proportions with otlier coarse 
fodder and meals. 
Tlie makers who 
produce the finest flavors prefer clover 
and meadow hay, cut on tlu* green 
side just before maturity, and care­ 
fully cured, fed with corn meal, ensil­ 
age and mots. 
Forage plants harvest­

maximum of nutritive 
matter,

therefore their Highest flavors.

the coloring m atter of plants is allowed 
to bleach out, as in hay or corn stalks, 
the flavor or the best part *.f it goes 
with it. 
This fact is one of the best 
reasons for tiie practice of feeding en­ 
silage, for by no other method of treat­

Danes use small quantities of rapt* 
cake, combined with their grains ami 
fodders, to produce the uniform flavors 
wliich their butters possess. 
The Eng­ 
lish use a wider rang** of mixtures, in 
Lluding fine clover and meadow hay, 
umull quantities of carrots or man­ 
golds. middlings, shorts, bran, pea an I 
< git meal, com and cotton and linseed 
meals in various proportions. 
In Aus­ 
tralia tin* farm er has everything at liis 
command for fe**d which lu* can desire, 
with corn ensilage of tlu* host quality. 
Successful feeders compound their ra­ 
tions from many sources, rather than 
few, as much for the purpose of main­ 
taining health and vigor of digestion as 
for the food of varied flavors.—London, 
Eng., Dairy.

All interesting photograph of a sextu­ 
ple lightning flash was exhibited at a 
recent seance in the French academy. 
The negative was taken by a Stelnheil 
detective camera plucml in tin* window 
during a terrific thunder storm which 
broke over Prague on May 22 of tliis 
year. The flash struck four houses 
simultaneously, wrecking the roofs and 
doing considerable damage. Two other 
f l a s h e s are distinctly shown in tin* pho­ 
tograph tis darting out from the same 
cloud, one of which struck the cupola 
of the Academy of 8 ieitc**. without in­ 
juring it. while tin* other was attracted 
by a group of telephone wires, which it 
fused. The melting of tin* wires and 
the brilliant lighting up <*f tin* clouds 
are well shown. Another interesting 
and probably unique feature of this 
lightning photo is that it shows tin* 
shadow of the cupola thrown clearly 
against th** dark and cloudy sky. M. 
/.enger was of tin* opinion that tin* date 
of this storm was significant, and that 
tin* Interval from May 20 to May 22. 
being tin* days of the solar period, was 
frequently marked by storms, proving 
tin* periodicity of atmospheric disturb­ 
a n c e , both electric and magnetic.—Pall 
Mall Gazette.
